A TOUR OF EUROPE BY AUTOMOBILE 


Rome, Italy. 

Since you had the last word from me, our party has had 
some very interesting experiences. We can hardly be said to 
have “seen Rome” during our stay of a week, but we have 
seen a great deal, have had many a thrill, and shall! retein 
throughout our lives the memory of much that we have wit- 
nessed. 

First of all we made our Jubilee visits at the three great 
Basilicas within the walls, at the same time studying their 
century-old treasures of art, their treasures of saintly person- 
ages, and the things for which the gorgeous structures stand.

The Capuchin Fathers in charge make daily excava- 
tion in the catacombs entered from the crypt and they showed 
us interesting tablets and inscriptions unearthed within this 
month.
